I wanted to get back to you in regards to your inquiry about a portrait of Becky Norton Dunlop. 

As I mentioned, the official paintings have traditionally only been of Interior Secretaries, so 
there is not one of her in the Interior Museum's collection. Since she had served as Interior's 
Assistant Secretary for Fish, Wildlife & Parks, I inquired of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service's historian in the 
event that a portrait of her had ended up in their collection. He confirmed that they do not have a painting of 
her. 

However, you will find a framed, black and white photograph of her (with an accompanying brass nameplate) in the 3100 
Corridor (the 3rd floor hallway for the Assistant Secretary for Fish, Wildlife & Parks). They have a wall of photographs in 
the entry portal showing past officials.
